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The Progress of lletubllcallum at the
South.

Dssprrn the affair at Mobile, which was evi-
dently & preconcerted disturbance on the pa rt
of the Rebels, Judge Kelloy is succeeding ad-
mirably in his Southern tour, His meeting
al Montgomery was largely attended both by
whites and blacks, among the audience being
Governor Patton and many other diali}n-
guishied gontlemen, and was marked by -
playsof good feeling on all sides. The Judge's
speach was devoted mainly to encouraging the
Southern people to develop the aplendid  re-
gouroes of their portion of the country, and
10 conform their society aud laws to the vast
changes produced by the war.

There s no truth in the reckless charge
made by Northern Coppéerheads, that Judge
Kelley's speeches have been vindiotive, in-
sulting, and justly provocative of viclenoe.
On the contrary, they have been eminently
wise and moderate—just such specches as all
classes at the South will be proflted by listen-
ing to.

Senator Wilscn i8 also mesting with greng
sucoess whorever he speaks. Immense crowds
agsemble to listen to him, and his speeches ars
woll received. At some places speakers on
the other gide have attempted to break the
foroe of his arguments by thelr replies, but
with poor success. An amusing instance of
this ocourred at Montgomery, where a Rebel
(ieneral and lawyer, by the name of Clanton,
replied to Mr, Wilson. Apparenily nonplussed
by the uptarned sea of black faces before him,
Goneral Clanton boldly struck out on the
Abolition track. He reconnted many personal
sorvices rendered to black people individually
in the old slave times, as showing his friend-
ship for them, and astounded his hearers by
the assertion that he had been for many years
an advocate of emancipation. Ile charged the
introduction of slaves into America to the
Yankees, who had gold them out when they
were mo longer profitable, and invested the
proceeds in factories—‘‘putting the negro into
their pockets, and then turning Abolitienists,”
He then went on to assert that he fought in
the war not for slavery, but to free the negro;
that Lincoln offered to take the South back
juto the Union, and allow the retention of
slavery, but that the South preferred war and
emancipation, and hence the negroes were free.

Mr. Wilson briefly replied, when Clanton
attempted to speak again, but gave way to
one Judge Felder, who exposed Mr. Clanton’s
professions of love for the negroes in a most
amusing manner, He sald:—

“That he had !ouﬁhl. all throngh the war on
General Clanton's side, bul it was news (o him
thut the Geperal was fighting to free the
negroes, Hoe knew very well that he }b‘elderﬁ

fonght 10 keep them 1o slavery: that if he had

lind his way, they would have u slaves still,

He wonld not lnsult thely common sense wilh

theassertion that he had been an abolitionist,

Every oue of his old slaves—and they were all

with him yel—would know he was Iyving if he

sald such a thing to themn, General Clanton

snd Genernl Wilson might setile beltween them

whieh was the better abolitionis!; he knew that

e bimsalf bad been a pro-slavery mau. Ha

did not deny it, Had he wished to free hls

negroes, he neéed not have foughtfour years

todo it. He could have goneto the Court House

and bave done it ln two mionutes and a halfl by

the walel, But he had fought lor slavery. e
hnd been whipped. He had made the best fight
he could to keep his negroes slaves, but the
Yaukees had whipped him and freed them. He
had sinned sgainst the Government la the in-
terest of slavery, and he wanted Lo be forglven,
Copgress had prescribed the terms of peace, and
he wanled Lo aeoept those Lerms, Congress had
given the negro the bullot for his protection,
and he was giad to see him havelt, aud he
wanled him to psa il aright—io use it Iln defense
of bis personal liberty—in behalfl of the prinel-
ples and the party which had securad it to him

and throngh which he would have the peacs of
the country secured and prosperity returned Lo
all our people.”

At the close of Judge Feller'stelling speech,
the audience with great unanimity voted to
sustain the Union Republican ticket.

As an evidence of the effect of Senator
Wilson's speeches, we have the teslimony of
ex-Provisional Governor Perry, of South Caro-
lina, who, in another of his frantic letters,
complains that he is “building up a strong
and powerful radical party in all the Southern
Blates."” Buch instances as that of Judge
Yelder show, o, that the Republican
organization is receiving accessions from
all guarters. Sensible men who fonght fore-
most on the Rebel side, but who now see
that the question is flunally settled, and “aovept
the sitaation,” will many of them join the
Rapuhﬂo‘n organization, as the great, pro-
gressive, dominant party of the country.
Sonthern politicians have no more fancy for
bﬁiﬂ‘ in a mod‘r lh“ other paml]lﬂ
have; and the very faot that the Repub-
lican organization stacts of with the
symputhiés and support of mnearly one-half
of all the Bouthern peopls, is going to tell
tromendously with thoze whe like to be on
the winuing side. Besides, every Southern
wman, Robel though he may have been, who
honestly gives up the slavery question as for-
ever settled, and who looks upon the rule of
equal rights as fally established for the future,
must a8 naturally gravitate to the Republican
purty, a5 the “good old Rebels,” who still
swear by the defunet Confedsracy, and look
for the resurrection of slavery, or at least for
the perpetuation of its adjuncts of oaste and
prejudics, must naturally fall into the ranks
of the Democracy. The Demooratio party, if
it have any public position at all, acoupies
that of resistance to the great revelution which
has coms to pass as the result of the trinmph
of the North in the late war. Ii would turn
back the swelling tide of progress and snfran-
chisement into the old channels of insquality

sand privilege, Every Southerner who is atill
& Rebel and pro-slavory man at heart, belongs
with that party; but every Southerner, mo
mattor what his former position, who has dis-
carded all such nonsense, and beliaves in the
perpatuity of free principles for the future, be-
longs with the Republicans, Wenhall, therefors,
una not only the colored citinens as a body sup-
porting the Republioan party at the South,
but thonsands of the shrewdest and moat far.
seeing of the whites, {nocluding many who
were prominent in the Rebellion, and wore
once pro-slavery men. They see that the Re-
bellion and slavery and State sovereignty are
things of the past, settled by the mighty con-
test through which the nation has fought its
way. They give up the dead issus, and turn
to the opening future. All this clags of men
must act with the Republicans, beoauss to go
with the Democracy I simply to engage in a
renctionary struggle for what they justly re-
gard ag a “loat cause.'’

The Southern ontlook for the Republicans
is therefore most promising. The feld is in-
viting, It should be tilled by wise husband-
men, for it promises a golden harvesi, And
in this view, the recent appeal of tho Republi-
can National Committee shounld meet with a
prompt and gemerous responss from all who
have the best interests of the South at heart.

Who Has Paid Dickens?
Messus, Tickxon & Figups have advertised a
number of letters from Mr. Charles Dickens,
in which that eminent author states that the
receipt of £200 from them {3 ‘“‘anprece-
dented,'” and states that he has never received
any money for his works from any American
publisher, except for the advance-sheets of
his last three novels, which were paid for by
Harper & Brothers, Since the appearance of
this letter several other communications have

appeared. One from Mr. Henry C. Lea,
of the firm of Carey, Lea & Blan-
chard, in which he gives the

details of prices paid to Mr. Dickens by that
house as early as 1830, These figures are all
vouched for by him as correct. At the same
time, we notice in the Pall Mall Gazstte a card
from Mr. Sampson Low, of London, Agent
for the Harpers. His statement is explicit,
and placeg Mr. Dickens in a light anything but
favorabile to his veracity. The eard explains
itsell: —

“Wire the Editor of the Pall Mall tiarelle:—

Rl —Most unwilliog a8 I am to introde apon
your space, or to obirnde myself before your
readers, I cannot refrain from remarking upon
the puragraph in this day's journal, based upon
the nbsence of an inlernalional copyright law
between this country and the United States,
and referring to a letter published in the
American papers, as from Mr, Dickens to
an American pulnlishlng house, abounding
In expressions of pecullar gratification at the
display of thelr honorable deallng as publishers
in remitting tohim the sum of two hundred
pounds as part profits of thelr edition
of his works, at the same Ulme lmlﬂylng
that such payment Is 80 exiraordinary
as Lo be looked upon as an 1solated aet of hon-
esty on the part of American publishers. Now,
having myself, as the agent of Messrs. FHarper
& Brolhers, pald to Mr. Charles Dickens manlsl'
thousands of pounds for and on accoant of h
works, when no other publishing house bad
pald anythivg, I do not think sueh payments
should be wholly overlooked In the exaberanoce
which he feels at being pul into the possession
of this additional honorarinum from Amerloan
ublishers. Messrs. Harper do nol seek from
Mr. Dickens any snch acknowledgment to be
n=ed by them as a publle advertisement, but
they bave a right to claum from Mr. Dickens
exemplion from the only inferenca to be drawn
from the communieation, that his clalms upon
them have hitherto been disregarded

So it appears that Ticknor & Fislds are mot
the only American publishers who have re-
mitted money to Mr. Dickens for his works.

Famvre or Frazen, Taexpotst & Co.—The
rumor which came to us yesterday of the fail-
ure of Frazer, Trenholm & Co., the Rebel
bankers of England, has ocaused but little sor-
row in the North; for that those who had so
industriously aided the Rebellion and strove
to overtirow onr Government by meaus of
their wealth, should now suffer, as the deluded
South is suffering, is but a just retribution,
Our only hope is that no loyal men are in-
volved in the ruing but if any have put their
patronage into the hande of such a firm, we
doubt whether our sympathy is not wasted.
With the Epglish Blukeley Gun Company,
Frazer, Trenhom & Co. cannow mingle their
tears. Both have been pushed over the preci-
pice by misplaced confidence in the ability of
Jeff, Davis and his coadjutors to destroy the
Union., WWhen a certain Nassan house follows
their example, Nemesis will be satisfied,
